In regard to Claim 1 , the prior art of record (Moon US 6,1 1 1 .897) discloses a user 
multiplexing/demultiplexing apparatus in a digital communication system which reads 
data in and further converts the data into a second form in response to a data output 
clock as described in Column 2 Lines 7-25 and seen in Figure 5 

But the prior art of record fails to teach, suggest, or partly disclose an apparatus 
in combination of the above apparatus comprising: 

"..edit processing means configured to replace an edit portion of stored 
original data with said new data by defining an edit range with reference to said 
new data, selecting an edit field with reference to said frame type so as to initiate 
said edit data boundary, write said new data to said storage device, and select an 
edit field again before completeing said process of writing said new data with 
reference to said frame type data so as to complete the edit on a data boundary."
